It has long 
been customary however for the real 
political campaign to begin some 
time before the announcement of the 
date of elections. In this regard the

tion to the rule. The issues have 
jong been before the electors, bave 


been discussed by both parties from 


platforms in all parts of the constitu- 


eney and have been threshed out in 
the public press until it is doubtful 
if much that is new in fact or argu- 
ment would be adduced by a pro- 
tracted campaign 

Such being the case it is well for 


that the elections are 
to ve an early date. While 


it is desirable that oposing policies 
proposed fur the Government of the 
Province be enunciated and advo- 
cated by organized parties it is not 
desirable that the free workingof the 
Governmental machinery should be 
bampered in the early days of Pro- 
sincial life by needless bdickerings 
over fully discussed issues. It may 
be left to time and the conflicts 
which it imtroduves to create the 
party division which will secure 
the adequate consideration of pub- 
lic matters and the party loyalty 
which will assure the successful ad- 
ministration of public affairs, with- 
out having the party divergence pre- 
maturely hastened by the protracted 
discussion of worn-out subjects. Es- 
pecially is this true when the subjects 
most frequently discussed are 
such as in the hands of the ill-ad- 
vised might easily be made the means 
of altering party difference to scc- 
tiona! division and political diver- 
gence to sectarian dissension.

In a way the present contest is 
of a unique, or at least of a rare, 
character. While the Government
